NEW LIQUOR ACT 
LIKELY TO “ASS FINA! 
STAGES THIS WEEh 


Edmonton, March 22—The Liquoi 
Control Act will be complete and 
passed through the Legislature next 
week. 

It will immediately become law so 
far as its operation can be under- 
taken at that time. 

The province is not going to wait 
any longer on the decision of Mani- 
toba on the question of the validity 
of the Canada Temperance Act, so 
far as it applies to the sole right of 
the province to import liquor for 
beverage purposes. 

This was the statement made last 
{Saturday morning by Attorney-Gen

“The bill will be put through next 
week. There will be no further de- 


lay,” he said. It is considered likely

There are not more than four or five 
important sections in the act to be 
passed yet.

The Discoverer and the Discovery 


Christian Science as it is present- 
ed to you and to me came thru the 
discovery by Mary Baker Eddy of 
the operation of absolute, fixed spirit 
ual law. In an impartial investiga- 
tion of Christian Science it is de- 
sirable, in fact quite essential, to 
know somewhat of its Discoverer and 
Founder. I feel quite safe in assum- 
ing that my early experience in the 
investigation of this subject 
similar to yours. My first impulse 
was to inquire, “Who is Mrs. Eddy” 
What did she discover and found?” 
The answer to these questions is 
simple and helpful. Mrs. Eddy was a 
devout and lovable New England 
woman, deeply interested in the Bible.
